NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


SERMONS IN ENGLISH. 


The demise of the veteran minister of the Manchester Congregation, the 
Rev. Prof. D. M. Isaacs, recalls to mind how short, comparatively, is the time in 
England, when sermons in the vernacular began to be regularly delivered in our 
synagogues. The deceased clergyman represented, as it were, the bridge which 
spanned the time when the old-fashioned drosha constituted the sole form in 
which the rabbi—the term minister or clergyman had too heretical a sound to be 
used then—addressed his congregation, and the scholarly sermons which are now 
expected from our ministers. The late Dr. Herschell, the predecessor of Dr. 
Adler, almost invariably addressed his congregation in the dialect known as 
Jiidisch’-deutsch, It was a startling innovation when occasional sermons were 
delivered in English—indeed, but a very little more startling than when a few 
years before Eoglish children began to be taught to translate the Bible direct 
into English instead of through the intermediary of a jargon of Hebrew and 
German. Prof. Isaacs claimed to have been the first to deliver an Exglish 
sermon in a synagogue, but there were others who seem to have shared the 
honour with him. Among those who first delivered English sermons in our 
synagogues were the Rev. M. N. Nathan, the late Rev. Prof. D. M. Isaacs, 
Sir Francis Goldsmid, Mr. Henry N. Solomon, the Rev. Prof. D. W. Marke, 
the Rev. A. L. Green who was elected minister of the Bristol Congregation 
while yet in his teens, aud the late Rev. Dr. Raphall, minister of the 
Birmingham Congregation. The pulpit is yet mute in too many of our 
synagogues, and public opinion has not in every instance made a proper 
distinction between the melodious strains of a Reader possessing a fine voice 


and the soul-stirring words of the scholarly clergyman whose power to impress. 


Lis congregation depends more upon the development of his intellect than in the 
peculiar formation of his larynx. Let us hope that the time is not far distant 
when in every synagogue, not only in London but in the Provinces aleo, 
arrangements will be made for the delivery of periodical sermons. The provision 
in the revised Constitution of Jews’ College for Circuit Preaching will be a boon 
to many a Provincial congregation, but the necessities of London synagogues 
must not be lost sight of. In the city synagogues, sermons are now only 
exceptionally delivered, and at the Borough and East London Synagogues alzo 


bho provision has been made for the regular delivery of sermons. Perhaps some 


arrangement will ere long be made fer the grouping of contiguous synagogues . 


so that the services of able preachers may be engaged to vieit each in circuit. 


HE ISRAELITES FOUND IN THE ANGLO-SAXONS 

We should have given in our iast an imperfect idea of the case presented by 
the professors of “ Anglo lsrachem " if we entirely passed by one special class of 
evidence which they adduce and which belopgs to what we have called the 
historical branch of the argument. Their attempts to find some points of 
resemblance between the character and institutions of the Goths and those of the 
Israelites are obviously futile. And such attempts are hardly made with any 
faith in their success. A more respectable effort is made, however, with regard 
to the Anglo-Saxons. The champions of the new theory have not a little to say 
about the Israelitish character of Anglo-Saxon institutions. There was, for 
example, the Tything consisting of ten wards, and there was the Hundred con- 
sisting of ten tythings—an arrangement clearly corresponding with that inaugu- 
rated by Moses who appointed captains over thousands and hundred and fifties 
and tens. Ten men form a Jewish congregation; and at one time the 
synagogues were governed by ten elders, just as among the Anglo-Saxons 
the Tything, or council of ten, was left to manage its own affairs. After 
this we are not surprised to be told that the County, whick was larger than 
the Hundred, corresponds to the Tribe among the Israelites. It may be added 
that Anglo-Saxons and Israelites had ten fingers to count upon, and that this 
coincidence may be found to explain some of the others. Another remarkable 
correspondence is discovered in the circumstance that among the Anglo-Saxons, as 
well as the Israelites, the day was reckoned from evening to morning. Again, 
the Anglo-Saxons kept three great festivals every year—Easter, Whitsuntide 
and one which was held at the assembly of the Witenagemot or National 
Council, when all the males were to be present. The three festivals of tho 
Israelites are irresistibly suggested to the imaginative mind of the Anglo- 
israelian ; though one is tempted to point out that the Witenagemot met, not 
ouce a year, as might be supposed, but thrice, and that ihe third occasion was 
Christmas. Even “Anglo-Israelism’’ would scarcely bave the hardthood to 
identify Christmas with the Feast of Taberoacies. Finally, Sharon Turner has 
made a list of no less than 247 Anglo-Saxon words which he believes to be of 
Semitic origin. But even if the etymology were unexceptionable, the strange 
circumstance has to be satisfactorily explained that the Anglo-Saxons, being the 
direct descendants of the Ten Tribes, did not speak a language almost entirely 
Semitic. Nay, a still more remarkable fact has to be accounted for. How is it 
that the Saxons, assuming that they were originally Israelites, did not preserve 
some of the Biblical story among the traditions of their race? No undoubted 
reference to Scriptural history is to be found in the few fragments of their 
ancient literature which are still extant. It is hardly possible that they would 


have forgotten every event in that phase of their national life which was 


connected with Palestine. The fact is that “ Anglo-Israelism” is an attempt 
to solve a problem of which only future events can supply the key, if 
the key is ever to be forthcoming. The regeneration of Israel, in what- 


ever way it is to be accomplished, will alone determine the fate of the 


Lost Tribes and satisfactorily dispose of the question whether any living 


| people is their representative, or whether they have long since been 
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by various nations like a streamlet by the sandy desert, and are lost for 
ever. All such evidence as that on which “ Anglo-Isracliem” relies is, at 
best, a collection of coincidences which, regarded by themselves, may seem 
strange, but when set against the host of difficulties which oppose the conclu- 
sions they are thought to favour, are absolutely worthless. We believe that it 
would be as easy to make out as good a case for the identity of almost any 
people under the sun with the Israelites ae “ Anglo-Israelism” presents 
in support of its particular theory. One has need only to discover a theory, 
the proofs will be obtained without difficulty ; that is if such evidence as 
that upon which the Anglo-Israelians rely is to be regarded as proofs. For 
our part, we are inclined to believe with the Talmudic Rabbios, that 
“the Ten Tribes will never return.” We believe that since Assyria and 
Babylonia—the scenes of the captivity of Israel and Judah—were con- 
tiguous countries, and both ruled by the Persians, it is highly probable that 
mavy of the Israelites availed themselves of the permission of Cyrus and his 
successors and formed part of the multitude of Jews who went back to Palestine- 
Those that preferred to remain in the land of their exile, like those of their 
brethren of Judah who sbared this preference with them, being obviously less 
strongly attached to their ancestral faith, must have gradually parted with their 
religious and national identity, and at length have been lost among their 
neighbours, The representatives of the Ten Tribes would accordingly have to 


be looked for, not in any one people, but among the willions of nearly all the 
nations of the earth.

Tus Jewish Homet.—The deeds for the completion of the purchase of the 
freehold of the Jewish Home, Stepney Green, have just been duly signed. The 
purchase money, amounting to over £1,600, was most generously presented to 
the institution by the President, Mr. F. D. Mocatta. To commemorate the 
munificent gift and in recognition of the warm interest taken by him in the 
Home, the Committee have resolved to have executed a life-size portrait of Mr. 
Mocatta to be hung in the Committee-room of the institution. The portrait has, 
we understand, been entrusted to Mr, Mordecai, a rising young Jewish artist. 


HAND-IN-HAND AsyLUM.—A general court of the subscribers to the Hand-in- 
Hand Asylum was held at the institution. 23, Well Street, Hackney, on Sunday last 
for the election of two inmates. Mr. John Harris, Vice-President. presided. The 
court was well attended, and a spirited contest ensued. Messrs, B. I. Van Staveren, 
E. Teller, and E, Vantura were appointed Scrutineers. At the close of the poll the 
following were declared duly elected : Samuel Samuel, 549 votes, David Michaels, 
536 votes, Upon the motion of Mr, Chas, Davis, and seconded by Mr. George Cohen, 
the court unanimously resolved to admit David Harris, the third unsuccessful 
candidate, as an inmate, a precedent having been shown by the Treasurer that such 
had been dene upon a former occasion, There will be now sixteen inmates in the 
Asylum, and another election will shortly take place. The cordial thanks of the 


meeting were voted to the Chairman and also to the Scrutineers. The meeting then 
terminated. 


University Cottece HosprraL.—The anniversary festival of this charity was 
held on Tuesday, at Willis’s Rooms. Mr. Alderman Fowler took the chair, and among 
those present were Sir Julian Goldsmid, M.P., and Mr. Mocatta, In proposing 
the toast of “ Prosperity to the Hospital,” the chairman spoke with deep regret of the 
sudden removal of the best friend the hospital ever had—his lamented friend the late 
Sir Francis Goldsmid, a man who used the great means he possessed in the interests 
of charity. It was with great satisfaction he mentioned, with the permission 
of the treasurer, that his late friend's widow, Lady Goldsmid, proposed to 
found a bed in the children’s ward, to be called the Harriet Henley cot. 
Mr. Newton H. Nixon, the secretary, read a list of subscriptions and donations, 
including £500 from the Dowager Lady Goldsmid, for the maintenance of a bed in 
the children’s ward; 100 guineas from Sir Julian Goldsmid: and £100 from 
Mr, and Mrs. Nathaniel Montefiore, amounting in all to about £1,600. 


SOCIETY OF BIBLICAL ARCH ZOLOGY.—At the monthly meeting of the Society of 
Biblical Archwology, held on Tuesday evening, a "see entitled “The Talmud in 
Relation to Biblical Archwology,” by the Rev. Josiah Miller, M.A., was read by the 
author. The object of this Paper was to advocate the translation of the Talmud into 
English as a work of the utmost service to Biblical Archwology. It was explained 
that the Talmud lacks the interest and value in Biblical study that it would possess 
if instead of being a number of treatises on subjects, it ran parallel historically with 
the Bible. The large reference to the Bible in its pages was however shown, and its 
claim to be based thereon, and to be explanatory and supplementary. The subject of 
the origin of the Talmud was treated of, and the Biblical interest belonging to its 
firat inception and subsequent literary production was also referred to. The author 
showed that such a translation might be expected to be of great service in illustrating 
many points mentioned in the Assyrian cuneiform inscriptions, in explaining the 
language and allusions of Scripture, and its use in determining the text or in fixing 
the precise meaning of any word of the Bible was discussed. A résumé was given of 
the wide range of subjects treated in the Talmud, with suggestions as to the use that 
might be made of this vast store of knowledge in the archzeological studies of to-day 
Information was added as to the Talmudic translations, and means of translation at

SYNAGOGUE MUSIC. 


We have received the second volume of the excellent collection of 
Synagogue Music now in course of publication by the Rev. M. Hast, First 
Reader of the Great Synagogue. We esp gave a lengthened notice of the 
first volume, and itis only necessary now to d that the second volume containg 
several original compositions, with the addition of several well harmonised 
arrangements of favourite ancient melodies, foremost among which we find the 
well known and pathetic “ Kol Nidré,” most ably treated, whilst the V'jeson 
(p. 102) reflects great credit on the reverend composer. We cannot devote 
sufficient space to particularize the whole of the contents of the present voln 
we shall therefore content ourselves with calling attention to the following: 
“ Adonai Adonai,” a solo and chorus (p. 10), said on Holydays before the Scroll 
of the Law is taken out of the Ark, would, if rendered by the minister and choir, 
as intended by the composer, prevent the confusion consequent on this passa 
being read aloud in some synagogues by thecongregation. Tne “ Elohai Neshama” 
(p. 26) is a beautiful specimen of sacred music, and an appropriate introduction 
to the prayers offered up for the repose of the souls of the departed, 
The “Sisir Vesimcha” (p. 43), the “Moos Tsur” (p. 50), which, with the 
exception of a few bars where the ancient Chanuca melody is introduced, is 4 
new and original composition, the “ Odom Yesodo”’ (p. 104), the “ V'jeson” 
(p. 118), and last, though not least, the “ Hajom Haras” (p. 126), are all worthy 
of our cordial consideration. These exceedingly beautiful, characteristic and 
carefully harmonised melodies, sufficiently testify to the great musical abilities 
of the reverend composer.

THE ISRAELITES FOUND IN THE ANGLO-SAXONS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin, —Having read an article this morning in the Jewish Chronicle on Anglo- 
Israclism (which oints out the weaknesses of “‘ Hineism,” and I may also say 
the perversities of that system), I feel that your challenge with regard to the 

evidence should be noticed, of which there is such abundance of 
various kinds that it is difficult to know where to begin. 

I enclose you a list of my late father’s works ; and I would also recommend 
to you the late W. Carpenter’s “ Israelites found in the Anglo-Saxons,” and 
Bishop Titcomb’s “ Anglo-Israel Postbag.” 

But some late writers, taking their cue from Hine, have greatly impeded the 
investigation in many quarters, by shutting their eyes to the prominence of 
Epbraim (see Gen. xlviii. 29) and to the evidence for the affinity of all the 
Gothic peoples, and consequently of the Germans, French, &c. 

The subject is to be investigated, but not degmatised upon for or against, 
according to prejudice or provocation. [ have been going into it a great deal 
lately, taking the old Icelandic poetry as the groundwork, for historical and 

iological investigation, and am surprised to find that all the mythological 
names | have had time to analyse are pure Eebrew, or rathe. Chaldaic, as well 
as the names of several of the Continental nations. And I be very much 
obliged if you would either go into the matter with me yourself, or refer me 
to some one disposed to go into it honestly, and of sufficient erudition, to know 
how to proceed when his own or my knowledge fails. I used to think the 
Scriptural evidence was sufficient. Now I feel assured that every atom of the 
evidence of every deecription is to be found, and is within our reach, but that 
our knowledge and opportunities are et fault, which self-conceit prevents our 
remedying a8 we wight. 

I read the Jewish Chronicle every week, and am thankfal to observe a 
marked improvement in its general tone. I beg to send you a little book lately 
out, which answers some of the opposers, and also some of the difficulties of 
Hineism. 

I wish to know whether there are not many Jewish families known to be of

THE REV. A, L, GREEN ON “THE USE AND ABUSE OF CHARITY.” 


The final lecture of the Session of the Free Lectures’ Association, was delivered 
gy Rev. A. L. Green at the Infant School, Commercial Street, on Sunday 


» the subject being “The Use and Abuse of Charity.” Mr. Freperick D. 
MOCATTA presided. | 


The Rev. A. L. Green said of « ” 
Rm ible that the theme of “ Charity’ was one which was 


and it was nevertheless one of the most difficult to handle. 
Every nation, worthy of being called a human nation, is charitable. Charity is 
boundless, and its ramifications are many. It is our duty, as the Bible points out, to 
feed the hungry, to clothe the naked, to provide for the widow and orphan, and to 


assist the necessitous of our poor by all e means in our power. There is no 
in a man being”poor, and there is no dishonour in receiving assistance when in need 
of it. Thereis worth 


poverty as well as unworthy poverty, and the poorest man 

may be as worthy as the richest amongst us. But there is a certain class of the poor 
who like to live in idleness. They will not work to earn a livelihood for themselves 
and their families, but they make up their minds to subsist on the honest and hard 
worked-for earnings of their brethren. Such people as these deserved no sympathy. 
they have been educated and brought up in a certain groove of idleness, and they wi 
use no endeavours of their own to extricate themselves from it. These paupers will 
not be raised from their degrading position, but prefer relying on the so-called 
charity of those who are always ready to give when appealed to, without instituting 
the slightest investigation as to the merits of the case, as to the amount of good or 
the amount of harm they might be doing. Charity when not abused and given dis- 
criminately is a blessing, but when abused and given indiscriminately, it frequently 
becomes a curse to those who receive it. It serves to burden their nature, to 
strengthen them in their determination not to work, and it further tends to deprive 
those who are really in need of it, of the assistance which might otherwise be afforded 
them. If the working man of the present day was more provident when in work, and 
when earning a fair livelihood, he could manage by dint of perséverance and economy, 
to put by a little for a “ rainy day,” and when out of work—but, unfortunately, too 
many think only of their present enjoyment and not of the future. Certainly, it 
might be argued that many men when in work have not the capacity to earn suffi- 
cient even to support themselves and their families ; well, that is allowed. We have 
not all the mechanical genius of George Stevenson, which was sufficient to revo- 
lutionize the trade and commerce of the whole world. Neither have we all the 
physical strength which many trades and professions demand the use of. One man 
can endure much more labour than another, but it does not always follow that 
because a man is unsuccessful in any one trade that he cannot endeavour to earn his 
livelihood by turning his hand to some other. There are many men who immediately 
their trade fails them, apply to the charitable for relief. without at all attempting to 
turn their hands to any other employment. Many persons are, unfortunately, stricken 
down with illness, and unable to follow their employment through no fault of their 
own, great expenses are incurred through the many nourishments required by them, 
and it is the duty of every charitably-disposed person to contribute towards alleviating 
the sufferings and privations which are naturally caused when the bread-winner is 
unable to work. There must be homes provided for poor broken-down old men and 
women, who after having during their lives worked hard and honestly to gain a res- 
pectable livelihood, were no longer able to do that which they had nodoubt every wish 
to do. Hospitals for the sick must likewise be properly supported. We must also 
have free schools for the proper education of the children of those who were 
unable to defray from their earnings, the expense neceasary to furnish their children 
with proper tuition. We must further have institutions for the blind, for the deaf 
and dumb, and for orphan children. All these institutions should be heartily 
supported to provide for those misfortunes with which life is so widely strewn. 
Furthermore, in a noble and enlightened country like England, where all who are 
oppressed in their respective countries seek a refuge and a home, there must be supported 
institutions to assist them to assist themselves and their children, but the moment we 
teach them to beg, we undo all the good which might have been done for them, and 
it would be impossible for any society, no matter how wealthy in funds, to be then 
able to meet the demands which would be made upon it. At one time the 
poor received more by indiscriminate charity than an ordinary workman could earn. 
Charity was given so loosely, that frequently women who were a disgrace to the 
community might live in comparative idleness with their illegitimate children, white 
the poor and virtuous girl had to work from early in the morning till late at night, 
to enable her to earn barely sufficient for a mean subsistence, but when the admirable 
regulations of the “Poor Law Act” came into existence, rendering it imperative to 
make proper investigation in-each case, to relieve poverty only, and to put down all 
cases which were unworthy of even the slightest assistance, it tended to decrease the 
pauperising of the people, as in the result is shown by the fact that for many years 
since pauperism has greatly diminished. Too much wisdom cannot possibly be 
displayed in the distribution of charity. It is absolutely necessary if we wish to 
assist those who are worthy of it. Imposition can only be practised against the weak 
giver, but not against the wise giver. In the end, this indiscriminate giving of 
charity does much more harm than good. Nearly twenty-five years since, Mr. | 
Ephraim Alex conceived the advisability of founding an establishment for the proper 
assistance of the poor, and for thorough investigation into every case—the Board of 
Guardians for the Relief of the Jewish Poor. This establishment was for the assist- 
ance of the poor who were in want and deserving of it. To assist persons with a 
tangible sum to earn a respectable livelihood, and thus endeavour to raise them from 
the position of poverty in which they would otherwise have remained. It further 
assisted youths by apprenticing them to respectable trades, so that they might after- 
wards be able to cain for themselves an honest livelihood, and it saved the widow 
and orphan the humiliation of begging from door to door. But this was not all the 
good that it did, for it served to put down to a great exteni, by a thorough investiga- 
tion into every case, that imposition which had for so long been practised upon the 
charitable. It was necessary that such an institution should at least be furnished 
with the statistics and names of those who receive relief from the many existing 
small private societies, for in many cases. taey receive relief from one and then from 
the other, without such being known by the respective societies. It 1s with many 
of these societies as with a large number of private individuals. who consider that 
charity ‘2 enly met by a ready answer to every appeal, without instituting the least 
inqui:>. ia this way the idle man is encouraged and a premium held out to 
pauperism. He wished to call the attention of the public to an individual who 
assisted to a large extent in practising imposition on the public. He referred to the 
professional begging-letter writer. In conclusion, he strongly urged his brethren to 
relieve worthy cases as far as lied in their power. We should all remember the 
words of the Bible aad act up to them, “He that giveth to the poor lendeth to the 
Lord.” 

Mr. Freperick D. Mocarra, who was much cheered on rising, proposed a 
hearty vote of thanks to the Rev. A. L. Green for his able lecture, and hoped 
that the words which had fallen from him would be properly weighed by the 
audience. The subject of charity was indeed a difficult one to deal with, but he con- 
sidered that Mr. Green had dealt with it in a masterly manner. There are more 
ways of being charitable than by giving money. Charity might be practised as 
much by the poorest in the land as by the richest amongst us. He referred to the 
charity of one man or woman to another, the kindly feeling of brother to brother, 
and of sister to sister. It was worthy of the highest praise, that in no portion of the 
community was real charity practised to so large an extent as that of the poor ; they 
were ever ready to assist each other by contributing, as far as was in their power, 
towards each other's happiness, in sickness and in trouble. He should like to see 
them more provident, so that many who now applied for and obtained relief might 
be enabled to do without it. 

The proposition was seconded by Mr. J. PEARTRRE, and carried unanimously.

The CHAIRMAN having briefly introduced M. Kanoui to the meeting, 

M. Kanovt, speaking in French, said that his first duty was to express his thanks 
for the invitation given to him to be present that evening, and his pleasure at finding 
himself in the midst of so important a gathering of English Jews. The canse of his 
presence amongst them was to endeavour to enlist their sympathies in aid of the 
objects of his mission. They were well aware that it was only in recent years that 
the Jews of Algeria—a country of which he himself was a native—had had the full 
rights of Frenchmen conferred on them, through the exertions of M. Crémieux. the 
veteran champion of the Jews. Having thus become freemen, the Jews of the city 
of Oran, numbering some 10,000 souls (the Jewish population in the entire Consistory 
of Oran being about 25,000), were desirous of erecting a synagogue, worthy of their 
position, The Government of Algeria had generously given them a piece of ground 
of about 2,400 square metres, and worth nearly 200,000 frances, on which they could 
erect their synagogue, on condition that the building was completed in seven years. 
In connection with the synagogue there would be a training college for ministers, 
chazanim, shochetim, and other synagogal functionaries, the community already 
possessing a school for the secular education of their young. They were unable 
to raise amongst themselves the sum required to build the synagogue, and the 
Consistory of Oran had therefore delegated him, as its President, to proceed to Europe,

to endeavour to obtain from their brethren in France and England, and other | 


countries, the aid required to enable them to carry on their sacred work. In Paris he 
had been warmly encouraged, both by pecuniary and moral support. M. Crémienx, 
in addition to having given him his moral support, had contributed 3,000 francs. 
Since his arrival he had been told that English Jews had nothing to do with his 
mission. He regretted to have heard such an argument, and thought it could not 
hold good, for though Jews might be born and live in different countries, they were 
but one nation and one race. In conclusion, he warmly asked his hearers for their 
support, which. he said was all the more deserved in the present instance. since the 
Algerian Jews had never hitherto appealed to their coreligionists in Europe for 
Assistance. 

A discussion,-conducted in French, ensued in the course of which 

The CHAIRMAN pointed ont that whilst he and every one in the room fully 
sympathised with the objects for which M. Kanoui had so eloquently pleaded, it 
was beyond the power of the Council to devote any of its funds for the purpose of 
aiding the erection of synagogues or the establishment of purely religious educational 
institutions. Whilst, therefore, individually they were willing to give their moral, 
and he trusted also their pecuniary, support. collectively they could not, to their 
great regret, contribute towards the objects of his appeal. 

Mr. Leorotbd ScHLoss begged to differ from the Chairman, He thought 
that M. Kanoui had also asked for a subvention towards the existing secular school, 
This it was in the power of the Council to support. He. therefore, thought the 
subject should be referred to the Executive Committee for them to obtain the 
necessary information on the subject. 

The Rev. Prof. Marks and Mr. F. D. MocArta had understood M. Kanoui to appeal 
only for the synagogue, though he had made a passing reference to the school. They 
thought it would be best to settle the matter at once, and not, by referring to the 
Executive Committee, to delude M. Kanoui with false hopes that his application 
would meet with success. 

M. KANOUI said that he was perfectly aware that, strictly speaking, the laws of the 
Association would not permit them to vote any funds in response to his appeal, but he 
would point out, in the first place, that the community had drained its resources in 
maintaining the secular school—a fact which was, in his opinion, an additional incentive 
to their support—and, in the second place, M. Crémieux had addressed the Jews of 
Europe in behalf of the wants of the Oran Congregation in his capacity of President 
of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, a body with which he knew the Anglo-Jewish 
Association to be officially connected. He urged that a subscription should be opened 
in the room. 

Mr. M. APLALO suggested that the Council might get out of the difficulty and 
show their sympathy with the Jews in Algeria by voting a small sum in aid of 
the secular school in Oran, which the authorities of that institution might be 
permitted to dispose of as they deemed fit. He thought it would be politic on the 
part of the Association to aid the Jews in a French Colony, for it would give the 
Council a claim on the Alliance and the Jews in France, if on a future occasion it 
became necessary to appeal to the latter on behalf of the requirements of Jewish 
schools in British Colonies. | 

After some remarks from Mr. E. J. EMANUEL, who suggested that the subject 
should not be dismissed summarily, but that it should be referred to the Executive. 
and from Mesars. D. F. Scutoss and A. E. Sypyey, who thought that no useful 


purpose could be served by adopting the course suggested by Mr. Emanuel, a resolu-. 


tion was adopted, embodying the feelings of sympathy expressed by the Council for M 
Kanoui’s mission and expressing regret that the Council could not aid his cause by 
any pecuniary assistance.

The CHAIRMAN brought before the Council the following Scheme for founding 
scholarships : 

1. The Anglo-Jewish Association proposes to devote a sum (say of £300, more or leas) for the 
purpose of granting Annual Scholarships, of such amecunts as the Council shall from time to time 
determine in each instance, to a certain number of the best Jewish purils who attend Jewish or 
other schools, and who combine with the study of Jewish and ordinary sectilar studies, the study of 
English and some other European language, in addition to their vernacular, _ 

2. The Scholarships shall be granted to pupils in any of the following localities: Aden. Bombay 
and Gibraltar, as being connected with the British and the Indian Empires ; Bagdad, Constantinopie, 
Bucharest, Salonica, Smyrna, Tunia, Moreceo, Tripoli, and any other place where the Allianes 
Isra¢lite either has invited the co-operation of the Anglo-Jewish Association, or where the Alliance 
or the Association wishing to avail themselves of this Scheme, would desire to apply the pnncipie 
ef granting stipends, and thereby raise the standard of the respectis e schools, 

3. The grants should be called “ Benisch Scholarships 

4. The duration of such Scholarships (four years, more or less) shall be determined by the 

Council. Suppose that in 1879 there should be fifteen recipients of Scholarships of £4 per annem 
each, and that tach Kcholarship should extend over a period of five yeare (thus requiring a Lotal of 
£300), no additional Scholarship should be granted in 1850 or the subsequent years, unless a further 
sum of £300 be at the disposal of the Assoeiation for the purpose of making additional grants. 
5. Candidates for Scholarehips should be selected from that ciass of pupils, respecting whom 4 
moral gvarantee is offered that they shall be encouraged to purse their schooling to the end of the 
period to which the Scholarship extends, and that if they should, in the interim, finish their studies 
to the full satisfaction of acknowledged examiners, they shall be entered if possible, cither as pupil 
teachers at the achool where tady have pursved their studies, Or a8 stucients al some other institutiog 
approved of by the Council of this Association. : irae 

6. The Council reserves to itself the right of making modificaticns in the Scheme as they may 
from time to time deem fit. ' 

The CHAIRMAN said that as the Council had resolved previously that it was 
desirable to devote the sum of the bequest of Dr. Benisch for the purpose of acquiring 
a /ocal for the Association, there was no portion of that bequest available for the 
proposed scholarships. 

Mr. L. Scw1oss said that it should be remembered that the Scheme for founding 
scholarships to be called the * Beniach Scholarships,’ in honour of the founder of 
the Association, and one who was known to have devotel his whole heart and soul te 
the advancement of education. especially among the Jews in the East, was quite dis- 
tinct from the bequest of Dr. Benisch. It was proposed that the scholarship should 
bear his name out of respect to his memory. 

Mr. B. Kiscu, Chairman of the Executive Committee, explained the details of 
the Scheme, and moved “That the Scheme be adopted.” 

The Clauses of the Scheme were considered seriatim, and, after some discussion, 
they were severally adopted as given above.

CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE, 


The second election for Representatives of the Central Synagogue at the Council of 
the United Synagogue, which was held in consequence of an informality in the voting 
paper at the previous election, took place on. Sunday last, at the Central Synagogue 
Chambers, as directed by the Council at its meeting on the 30th ult. A greaur 
number of seatholders attended to record their votes than on the previous Sunday, 
and much interest was evinced in the proceedings. Mr. Frepertck Davis, Warden, 
presided, Meesre. H. L, Arnol¢, Lionel Hart and Asher Isaacs were the Scrutineers, 


At the conclusion of the Ballot, the fellowing were declared to have been duly 
elected: Messrs. Jonah A. Jonas (Financial Representative), David Alexander, 
Alfred H. Beddington, Charles Davis, N, 8, Joseph, Morris 8. Oppenheim and Baroa 
George de Worms, ; 


We are given to understand that, since this election, Baron George de Worms has 
declined to serve the office of Representative to the Council, and that Mr. Arthur 
Cohen, Q.C., being next on the list, will be accordingly elected in his stead. 


A vote of thanks was unanimously passed to the Scrutineers, and acknowledged. 

After the election and before the Chairman had vacated the Chair, a discussion 
took place among the members present as to the cause of the sparse attendance at 
the synagogue. All the speakers attributed it to the manner in which the 
services were conducted. A strong opinion was expressed that the arrangements 
made in the instance of the old Portland Street Synagogue for dividing the service 
and for the delivery of a lecture every Sabbath, were no longer suitable, and that if 
a lecture were given only every second or third Sabbath, there would be & 
marked improvement in the attendance. Others spoke emphatically of the 
non-attendance during the week-days of the principal officials. Mr. ASHEB 
SOLOMON desired to impfess upon the Executive the necessity for taking some 
measures for improving the service, otherwise the attendance, bad as it now 
was, would get still worse. Mr. Lions, L. ConeN was of opinion that 
weekly sermon was not now required by the members, and that it was not 
right to inflict a weekly sermon upon the members of a synagogue, apes 
eloquent and learned the preacher might be, and that a sermon once a month wou!

The institution had many warm supporters, and was one of the best 
charities of which the Jewish community could boast.

That evening among the donations contributed were 
several from ex-pupils, and not for the first time one of the former inmates pre- 
sent had practically shown his appreciation and gratitude by becoming a life 
governor (Applause). The objects of the institation were wide in their scope and 
most beneficial in their results. It maintained, clothed, educated and started in 
life Jewish poor girls and boys, and it su the aged. It was a fact that 
it did not confine its benefits to the Jewish children of London alone but received 
also those from the Provinces. No less than twenty-two children were now in 
the institution who had come from Provincial towns, from Leeds, Birmingham, 
aud other parts of England, and one child had even come from Aunstra- 
lia. He could only hope that the Provincial Jews would give to the charity 
support adequate to the benefits it extended to them. The managers could point 
with satisfaction to the beneficial results of the institution and he appealed 
to the community to give to it a support adequate to those results. After 
giving some details as to the roe position of the charity the Chairman 
said that he had twice visited it, and each time he had fully satisfied him- 
self of the excellent manner in which it was conducted.

THE CONVERSIONISTS. 


‘Tag month of May is associated with other things besides sunshine and the 


blossoming of the hawthorn. It is chosen as the season for those great 
assemblages of the friends of various religious organizations, with which the 
inhabitants of the metr« polis in general, and those of them who dwell in the 
neighbourhood of Exeter Hall in particular, are so familiar, Among the May 
Meetings this year, one convened at the invitation of the London Society for 
Promoting Christianity Among the Jews will be held to-day as usual, and we 
doubt not that the various speakers will make every effort to “improve the 
occasion" by enlarging upon the gratifying character of the Society's achieve- 
ments, and by appealing for renewed pecuniary support. The approach of this 
great field-day reminds us that the presen: is an opportune moment for saying a 
serious word or two upon the policy and the tactics of the Conversionisis. We 


have nothing whatever to urge against the principle of Conversion even in ite’ 


restricted aspect of the conversion of Jews to Christianity. We can quite sympa- 
thize with the attitude of those who think that, because they possess a superior 
religion, thereforeit is their duty to confer its blessings upon all who bave bitherto 
been deprived of them, We confess, too, that the orthodox interpretations of 
the New Testament leave consistent Christians no alternative but to select the 
Jew from all unbelievers as the favourite object of their missionary zeal. As 
long as Christianity is affirmed authoritatively to be a religion which denies 
eternal salvation to all who remain outside its pale, common humanity will 
prompt every good Christian to put forth a hand to rescue the souls that are 
about to perish, by imbuing them with the belief which alone can save them. 
And while the apostolic duty of seeking out first “ the lost sheep of the House 
of Israel” in preference to preaching the Kingdom of Heaven to the Gentiles 
and the Samaritans, is supposed to be transferred to those who labour for Jesus 
in this nineteenth century, Christians who would be obedient must help to con- 


Vert the Jews rather than Turks, heretics or infidels. 


_ We would reason calmly with the great body of our Christian fellow- 
citizens, not on the question of conversion in the sense in which their religion 
teaches them to understand it, but on the question of conversion as it is under- 
stood and carried out by such a Society as that for Promoting Christianity 


_ Among the Jewe. We would ask them to consider whether such organiza- 


tions are really accomplishirg the purpose for which they bave been called 
into existence, or whether they ore not, on the contrary, detrimental to the best 
interests both of the Christian religion and of morality. We would ask them to 
reflect whether the immense sums which are absorbed annually in the support of 
these societies are not absolutely wasted—equandered almost as foolishly, cer- 


‘aly as harmfully, as the money that the prodigal spends in dissipation. And if 


this be 80, we would ask, further, whether it is not time that these organized 
attempts at conversion, which are proved to be so many miserable mockeries, 
Were abandoned, and the money hitherto devoted to them employed for a more 
creditable and a more satisfactory purpose? The charge we have to bring 
against the conversionist organizations is based not upon the qeaantity, but upon 
the quality, of their work. No doubt, their agents are active enough—perhaps, a 
ittle too active for the comfort and peace of mind of our coreligionists. That 

notorious institution in Palestine Place, for example, receives on an average 
but about thirty converts a year, of whom a large proportion are children, is 
Perfectly true. But if the Jews are as stiff-necked as of old and persistently 
close their ears against the voice of the Christian charmer, “ charm he never so 
Wisely,” it is not the fault of the missionaries, Nor are they to blame if, at this 
Tate, the conversion of the seven millions or so of Israelites who are known to be 
in the world, not to speak of those who are hiding their identity behind various 


‘Rational masks, will be very slow work indeed, or if the money-value of a 


ewish soul, which has already reached some hundreds of pounds, is rising in 
market every year. We thould be the last to quarrel with the conversioniste 
®cause of the emall number of Jews they succeed in bringing into the Christian 
dl. What we have to urge against them is that they claim to Co what they 


positively fail to accomplish, acd that they ask for the pecuniary and the moral 
support of earnest Christians on the strength of promoting the work of convert- 
ing the Jews, when they are in truth doing rothing of the kind. Where are 
their converts? They will reply by pointing to the interesting band of adults 
and children who are paraded on the platform at their meetings, or displayed in 
some church on the occasion of the delivery of a sermon to Jews ; or they will 


refer to the Christian-Jewish occupants of the workshops of Betbnal Green. 


But, unfortunately, their reply is their severest condemnation. We want 
examples of the success which has attended their labours taken from the 
affluent and the intelligent classes of our brethren. And unless these are forth- 
coming, it must be obvious that the conversionist societies are not accomplishing, 
the work they pretend to do. 


Conversion is, in the only true sense of the word, purely a spiritual, or, at 
least, an intellectual, process. The mind of the convert is awakened from the 
sleep of indifference to religious matters, or it is impelled by a sense of the 
insufficiency of its previous beliefs to adopt a more satisfying creed. Such a 
purely mental process cannot be confined to a particular social grade. There is 
no necessary connection that we can perceive between either poverty or wealth 
and spiritual qualms. If conversion isto distinguish one class of men more 
than another we should expect it to distinguish the intellectual class. There is 
something suspicious, then, on the very face of the circumstance that the few 
Jews who bave been directly won over to Christianity by the Conversionist 
Societies all belong to that order of coreligionists which is both poor and 
ignorant. In many cases they are foreigners who, when their pretended con- 
version took place, had just set foot in this country and were ready to turn 
gratefully to any one who might succour them in their friendless state. In 
every case they were in distress and totally uneducated. Can any reasonable 
man suppose that to such persons the superiority of Christianity to Judaism, as 
a religious system, was so manifest that to exchange one for the other was but 
to still the tumult which conscience had stirred up within them? Can anyone 
really believe that these half-starvirg, wholly untutored, men and women were in a 
state of dieeatisfaction with their ancestral creed so despairfvl that they hailed the 
missionary with the most intense joy as one who could deliver them from the 
pangs which were racking their souls? Noone can believe this, Then why 
are such so-called converts adduced as evidence of the successful efforts of the 
societies which have secured them? Is it not for the purpose of concealing 
their failure from their too credulous subscribers? If genuine converts are not 
to be obtained, dummies will do well enough to make a show of success and 


secure subscriptions. The supporters of the good work may atk for bread, but ~ 


it is possible to delude them with a stone. 7 


In fact no one knows more certainly than the emissaries of these societies 
that the only chance of being able to present some semblance of achievement in 
the field of Conversion lies in practising upon the poverty of our humble coreli- 
gioniste. They aim at no other quarry but the poorest Jews. Scarcity of work, 
illoess and consequent distress, an empty cupboard aod a crowd of children 


crying for bread are the'r opportunities. And upon such opportunities, which 


every conscientious Christian would blash to use for any purpose save the 
performance of benevolent acts, the missionary seizes with the most eager 
delight. It is a captivating picture that he draws for the starving victim be has 
marked out as his own ; but it is a picture, be it observed, not of the beauties of 
Christianity, but of the joys of worldly comfort and a tolerably well-filled purse. 
The religious issues involved are discreetly kept in the background. There is a 
possibility of work being obtained in abundance, of there being no more need for 
them to pinch and scrape, of their being able to give their children food without 
keeping them waiting uutilitisearned. The pictare is too delightfal to be resisted. 
Can Faust resist the temptation of MEruisTorueLes when the sweet vision of 
Marcvenrirs is shown him in the moment of his despair, though to yield is to 
sell his soul ? Nor is this all. The missionary does not hesitate to take 
advantage of youth as well as of poverty. Children can hardly be supposed to 
have formed a decided opinion upon the doctrinal questions at issue between 
Judaism and Christianity ; and if they exchange one for the other it cannot be 
said that conviction plays any part in the operation. And yet children figure 
ameng the statistics of conversions whica are produced periodically by the 
Societies. A man and his wife who happen to have four children agree to call 
themselves Christians, and this fact is considered sufficient justification for the 
statement that not two, but half a dozen, Jews bave been converted. 


We ask, whether the cause both of religio: and morality is not injured by such 
proceedings ? It is impossible for anyone honestly to believe that the interests 
of Christianity can te served by this syrtem of entrapping, which by a current 
euphemism is called converting. If those who are ensnared are lost to Judaism, 
they can hardly be said to be a gain to Christendom. There is no sincerity in the 


step they take, and it is notorious tbat not a few renounce their adopted religion as 


soon as they have secured the glittering bait which attracted them towards it. 
Surely for such converts it cannot be worth while to maintain expensive organi- 
zations with all their machinery of paid secretaries and missionaries. There are 
almost countless philanthropic objects to which the thousands of pounds which 
are contributed annually to these Societies might be devoted, with an advantage 
which would be patent to everyone, both Christian and Jew. But as long as the 
money is used for its present purpose, it will be used to promote the very worst 
deception. Christians, earnest and pious enough in their way, are made to 
believe that the work which they have so much at heart is prospering, when in 
reality it is a total failare. They are cajoled into subscribing towards the con- 
version of the Jews in the sense of making them sincere Christians from 
conviction, when such conversion cannot be effected, and if it could, money 
would obviously be useless for the purpose. They are induced to think that 
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they are discharging a daty which, rightly or wrongly, they regard as the chief 
legacy bequeathed to them by their Master, when the course pursued by the 
hirelings of the Societies they support most effectually prevents that duty from 
being performed. 
And is nothing to be said for the anhappy “ convert"? Is not the demorall- 
zing effect wrought upon hie character by yielding to the miesionary's temp- 
tations to be taken into account? If Jewish apostates, considering the weakness 
of their attachment to the faith they abjare, were only made good 
Christians in the procers of conversion, we should have nothing to urge 
on their account in deprecation of it. At least, we should have the con- 
solation of knowing that they had become earnest at last in their religious 
professions. But even that comfort is denied us. Conversion, as the Societies 
practise it, means but the turning cf a bad Jew into a worse Christiano. The 
action of these societies is nothing more or less than the holding out of a 
premium to imposture and dishonesty. They are so many organizations for the 
manufacture of hypocrites. Men who care little or nothing for any religion are 
bribed to do that which only a bribe could make them do, They take part in 
ceremopies with which they have no sympathy, which they may even regard 
with positive aversion ; they make declarations of a faith which they either 
secretly despise or, at least, do not feel; they are induced to take Christianity 
upon themselves with their lips when their hearts are far away from it. 


We appeal to the good sense of our Christian fellow-citizens to 
say whether it is right that such deception and self-degradation should be 
encouraged and, worst of all, encouraged in the name of religion. The matter 
is one which concerns them far more than us, for it is the well-being and the 
fair fame of their religion which are at stake. To convert a few wretches who 
have no religion to exchange, and to call such work Christianity, is to make a 
travesty of what ought to be the most solemn and the most sacred of under- 
takings. With this aspect of the question, we, as Jews, have nothing to do. But 
with its moral side we are concerned. Public morality is a matter of importance 
for every citizen, be he Jew or Gentile. And if the injury which these societies 
are doing to Christianity is not evident or serious enough to ensure their 
abolition, we point to the imposture and hypocrisy they encourage, and on these 
grounds, call upon every honest person to cease to give them either active or 
tacit support.

MARRIAGE WITH A DeceASED Wire's Sister.—In the House of Lords. on 
Tuesday, on the Order of the Day for the Second Reading of the Marriage with a 
Deceased Wife's Sister Bill, the Prince of Wales rose from the cross benches and. 
having reached the table, said he had to present a petition signed by 3.258 farmers of 
the county of Norfolk in favour of the Bill. He presented this petition on local and 
general grounds, firmly believing that the passing of the measure would be of great 
advantage to the community at large, and said he would give his hearty support to his 
noble friend who was to move the second reading of the Bill. Lord Houghton. in 
moving the Marriage with a Deceased Wife's Sister Bill, entered into a history of the 
law on the subject from the time of Henry VIII. down to the present time. He 
touched on the changes made in the law during the reign of Philip and Mary and 
that of Elizabeth, and by the passing of Lord Lyndhurst’s Act in our own times. 
He quoted the example set by several of the colonies ,in legalizing this marriage, and 
cited the opinion of a number of clerical authorities in various churches and of 
eminent linguists to show that the much-relied-on prohibition in Leviticus had no 
application to the sister of a deceased wife. He also traced the history of the move- 
ment in furtherance of which this Bill was brought forward. and. in conclusion, 
called on the House to effect a great social reform by agreeing to the second reading 
and subsequently passing the Bill. The Bishop 6f London contended that the 
division lists of the House of Commons showed that since 1842 this movement had 
made no progress. He did not think that the country ought to-follow the colonies 
and he argued that on social as well as religious grounds their Lordships ought 
to reject the Bill. The Right Rev. Prelate,in the course of his observations on 
the religious bearing of the question, said, it was true that there was no direct 
prohibition of these marriages to be found in Scripture, but it must not be assumed 
that, therefore, it was intended to approve them, because the Scriptures did not 
prohibit a man from marrying his own daughter, although a son was prohibited from 
marrying his mother; but it would be absurd to contend that this authorized 
marriages between fathers and their daughters. The inference that the ( ‘hurch had 
from the earliest times drawn from the Scriptures was that these marriages were 
unlawful. It was true that the Church of Rome had occasionally granted dispensa- 
tions permitting such marriages where the relationship between the parties was much 
nearer and was clearly within the prohibited degrees. The Jews were not united on 
the subject. one sect permitting and the other prohibiting these marriages. Much 
stress was laid upon the fact that in the 18th verse of the Ith chapter of Leviticus 
a man was prohibited from marrying his wife's sister during the life of his wife, and 
here again the inference was drawn that this was an indirect authorization of the 
marriage after the wife’s death. He, however, could not place that construction upon 
the language of the verse. They ought to show that they were not disposed to 
legislate for a few to the detriment of the many. He concluded. by moving as an 
amendment, that the Bill be read a second time that day six months. Lord Kimberley 
held that the great expression out of doors in favour of the measure ought to induce 
their Lordships to agree to the second reading and pass the Bill. Lord Cranbrook. in 
a brief but energetic speech, opposed the Bill. He held that the ecclesiastical laws 
against consanguinity also applied to affinity, and therefore on religious grounds he 
was prepared to offer it all opposition. But, moreover. every country had a right to 
make its own laws, and the Legislature of this country had enacted that 
with a deceased wife's si idl en that 
fister should be deemed illegal. It was idle to suppose that a 
relaxation of the law such as that proposed in the Bill would stop with the legalization 
of marriage with a deceased wife's sister, The late Lord Russell said that if this 
were allowed, the legalization of marriage with a deceased husband’s brother must 
soon follow. Again, its retrospective character made the Bill highly objectionable 
If passed, it would come to the aid of people who had violated the law. On that 
pou alone it ought to be rejected. "

informed of what was taking place at Vourla, the members of the Regional 
Committee at Smyrna of the Alliance Israélite at once waited on Haimi Pacha, 
Governer-General of the Vilayet, who immediately sent telegraphic instructions 
to the authorities at Vourla to protect the Jews and to institute an inqniry into 
the matter. His Excellency then called on the Greek Archbishop of Smyrna, and 
the Consul-General for Greece, both of whom promise! that they would give 
orders to their subordinates to prevent the occurrence of fresh troubles. Almost 
at the same moment the lost child was found in Smyrna, ia company with the 
apprentice who had disappeared with him. The Committee at Smyrna warmly 
eulogise the energy displayed by the Governor-Genera!, and also refer in 
grateful terms to the steps taken by the Consul-General for Greece, the Arch- 
mandrite of Vourla, and the Consuls for France and England for the protection 
of the Jews. 

A calumny of a similar character also gave rise to a momentary alarm at

In. the Honse of Lorda on Monday, Lord Granvitie asked the Foreign 
Secretary, when he proposed to lay on the table further papers with respect to 
the carrying out of the Articles of the Treaty of Berlin or to make a statement 
on tbat subject. 

In the course of lis reply, the Marqnis of Satispury said: With regard to 
Servia and Koumania I need say but little, because no great points of difliculty 
bave arisen. The arbitrators required a survey, and that necessarily occupied 
time. With respect to Roumania, the question as to the fortreas of Arab-Tabia 
remains unsettled. 1 sec no ground for believing that there will be avy great 
difficulty in the delimitation of Servia. A difficulty has, however, arisen through 
the Congress of Berlin having determined that religious liberty to its fullest 
extent should be granted by all the principalities on which it could impose that 
condition before their independence was fully recognized. In Servia, I believe, 
satiefactory arrangements have been made; and though a decision has not 
absolutely been arrived at, the matter has gone far enough to justify the four 
Western Powers in recognizing the independence of the principality itself. In 
Roumania the case is different. The three conterminous Powers immediately 
recegnized the independence of Roumania; but the four Western Powers— 
Eogland, France, Austria and Italy—have nut yet done 80. We have, however, 
every reason to hope that before long assurances will be given to us that may 
justify our believing that the Treaty in this reepect will be fully and faithfully 
carried out, and it would be with great satisfaction that we sheuld we'come 
Roumania among independent States.

The Cabinet Ministers are making 
extensive changes in their departments throughout the country in order to secure 
subordinates more devoted to their party. The belief is gaining grouod in 
toumania that. the Government wiil lose its majority in the Senate. 
renders a compromise very probable between the present Government and the 
Moderate Conservative element headed by M. Demetri Ghika and M. Boeresco. 
The more ultra-Conservatives are beginning to show themselves openly hostile 
to the enfranchisement of the Jews of Roumanin.

JEWws’ CoLLece.—We understand that the Draft Scheme for the re 
organization of Jews’ College has been adopted by the Council, In its main 
features, the Scheme is the same as that of which an outline was given in the 
Jewish Chronicle of March 21st, but several of the details have been modified. 
As mentioned by us previously, the Scheme contemplates the closing of the 
College School, the removal of the local of the College to the neighbourhood of 
Gower Street, and that the students who bave matriculated should obtain their 
further secular education at University College, The Scheme has been placed 
in the hands of Mr. J. M. Sclomon, who has kindly undertaken to prepare 4 
revised Constitution upon the basis of the Scheme. In anticipation of the 
alterations contemplated, six of the advanced students of the College now 
attend University College, and Mr. Charles Samuel, who has taken a promiacnt 
part in the movement for the re-erganization of the College, is most generously 
defraying the expenses incident thereto. Mr. Samuel has also intimated his 
intention to give to these students similar subsidies to that which they would 
receive under the provisions of the Scheme. 
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DEATH OF THE REY. PROF. D. M. ISAACS, 


As briefly announced in a portion of our last week's impression, the Rev. 
Prof, David Myer Isaacs, Minister of the Great Synagogue, Manchester, died at 
Southport on Thursday, the Ist May. The deceased was born about the year 
1810, at Leeuwarden, Holland. His father was a merchant in comfortable cir- 
cumstances, but owing to speculation in French and Dutch stocks after Napo- 
lean’s disastrous campaign in Russia, he was ruined, and came to Rugland with 
his family. Being aman of considerable attainments, especially in Rabbinical 
literature, he opened a echool in Heneage Street, Spitalfields, about the year 1818 
and soon afterwards he was appointed Kabronim Rabbi (Burial Minister) and 
Sabbath Lecturer to the New Synagogue. His third son David received bis 
principal Hebrew instruction at home. When David was about 14 years old he 
was appointed attendant to Mra. Herschel], the wife of the late Chief Ravbi. Mrs. 
Herechell was blind and David Isaacs was engaged to read to her, When he 
outgrew this employment he became teacher to the sons of several leading Jewish 
families. During this time he studied very closely and was one of the most 
regular attendants at a Talmudical Class held by the late Dayan >x Ty “5, the 
Rev. Israel Levy. He then went to Bristol and afterwards to Liverpool, 
where he was appointed minister of the congregation, and it was here about 
forty years ago that he began to preach occasional sermons in English. While 
in Liverpool, he was engaged to preach in Manchester on alternate Sabbaths. 


Some years after, he was elected minister of the Manchester Great Synagogue,. 


which post he has filled for upwards of twenty years Gifted with a 
forcible, somewhat impulsive and eloquent style of oratory, tinged with a 
peculiarly caustic humour, he became very popular as a preacher. He belonged 
essentially to the “old school.” He was uncompromisingly orthodox. In his 
pulpit addresses he never failed to vigourously expose what he believed to be 
the shortcomings of his congregation. He spoke quite extemporarily and his 
sermons teemed with citations from the Midrash and other Rabbinical writings. 
Although rigidly orthodoz, he was a fairly tolerant man. He accepted an 
invitation to preach in the Manchester Synagogue of the British Jews, and 
vacated his pulpit to the Rev. Dr. Gottheil, the then minister of that congrega- 
tion. It has been usual for all the ministers of the Manchester Synagogues to 
join in a united Service on the local “ Hospital Sunday.” He took mach 
interest in the Manchester Jews’ Schools, and gratuitously gave to the 
advanced pupils religions instruction. Lie was for some years Professor 
of Hebrew at Owen's College, Several of his sermons and writiogs 
have been published, and we believe have bad a large ciréenulation. He 
was particular'y eloquent and successful in preaching “Charity Sermons.” 
His exertions in aid of the Lancashire Cotton Famine Fand is still generally 
remembered, and were highly appreciated throughout the county. He was ever 
active in behalf of all cliaritable objects, and was connected with all the Jewish 
charitable societies in Manchester. Among his endeavours to mitigate human 
suffering must be included the successful invention of an ingenious fire-escape, 
in which he took mach price. The poor will lose by his death an active, warm- 
hearted friend. Although he had beea in failing health for some time, owing 
toa cold caught while attending a funeral, his death was somewhat unexpected. 
He was widely respected by all classes in Manchester, both Jewish and Christian. 
The deceased leaves.a widow and a large family to mourn his loss. 

The funeral took place on Sunday at the Jewish Cemetery, Pri stwitch, amid 
manifestations of the deepest respect. Tne funeral arrangements, which were 
made by a sub-committee apointed by the General Committce of the Con- 
gregatior, partook largely of a public character. The leading members of the 
four Jewish congregations in Manchester assembled at half-past two o'clock in 
the sehool-room below the Synagogue, York Street, Cheetham, and proceeded 
thence in thirty. mourning coaches and more than double that number of 
cabs and private carriages to the late residence of the deceased in Brunswick 
Street. The funeral cortége then returned down York Street, past the Syna- 
foeue, and New Bridge Street, and proceeded to the place of intermert. 
‘he departure of the procession was witnessed by a large crowd of 
persone, many hundreds of whom, in omnibuses, and on foot, accompanied the 
cortege to the cemetery. ‘here were also present representatives of the Jewish 
communities in London, Birmingham, Liverpool, and other towne. The Jewish 
Board of Guardians, the Manchester Jews’ School, and other Jewish bodies were 
also officially represented. Amongst the clergy present were the Rev. G. J. 
Ewanuel (Birmingham), Rev. M. Joseph, Rev. Dr, Stern, Rev. H. Prag (Liver- 
pool), Rev. H. D. Marks (South Manchester Synagogue), Rev. J. H. Valentine 
(Spanish and Portuguese Congregation), Rev. L. M. Simmons (Manchester Con- 
gregation of Britis Jews), Rev. M. Klinkowstein, and Rev. M. Morris. At the 
cemetery an immense concourse of persons had congregated. The coffin having 


en carried into the mortuary chapel, the usual prayers were read by the Rev. 
M. Klinkowstein. 


The Rev, G. J. Emaxvet then addressed the assembled mourners. He aid : 


When I gaze on this assembly, when I behold a son bewailing the death of a 
loved parent ; when I regard a congregation grieving for the loss of a revered 
pastor ; when I see a great community mourning the departure of a good man, I 
feel that I have been bold even to rashness in undertaking the duty of expressing 
your feelings. Yet however inadequate my powers, could I hesitate to pay this or 
any tribute of respect to the memory of one who was more more than a brother 
minister, hay, who to me and to ministers like myself was a venerated teacher, guide, 
and leader, During all the years that we have been religious instructors, when with 
us the preaching of God's Word was but a vague longing, a wild ambitious dream, 
w ile we were slowly acquiring the various rudiments of knowledge, nay, while we 
were infants prattling on our mother’s knee, he was discoursing Sabbath by Sabbath, 
and Festival by Festival, in great and admiring assemblies, It will never be forgotten 
by the Anglo-Jewish community that he was the first to deliver reguiar weekly dis- 
course in the familiar mother tongue, which is the only gate that leads to the heart. 
fore his time it was thought that Jewish learning could be conveyed and Jewish 
doctrine taught only in a barbarous jargon, a patois formed of German, Polish and 
Hebrew, It was thought that the English language was peculiarly unfitted for 
religious purposes, Strange that the language which was fixed by its noble transla- 
tion of our holy Scriptures, the language which contains the grandest religious epic 
ever written or conceived ; strange that that language should have been thought 
unsuited for the teaching of Judaism, the faith which is the concentration of all 
religious truth. It was reserved for him we mourn first to prove that our beautiful 
mother-tongue could be the medium for conveying Jewish learning, for instilling 
Jewish doctrine, for inculeatin g Jewish obligations. With something of the sweet- 
ness of the Psalmists, with much of the fire of the old prophets, with rare eloquence, 
ervour and pathos, he, in the most modern of languages, instructed and guided a 
great congregation in Israel. And this he did for over forty years, with unabated 
vigour and undiminished power. He teught the Word of God pure and uncorrupt, 
He studied it by the light of those clear shining luminaries, the world-famod wise 
men of our race, He discarded the modern criticism which would rob religioa of a'l 
ny makes itdivine. He maintained in their integrity all our sacred institutions. 
© denounced with indignation every insidious change or innovation, He strove to 
P his people in those good old paths when their fathers enjoyed content, peace, 


and happiness. That during this long continued period of active work, he should 
never have stirred up in men anger or hostility, would have been utterly impossible. 
He was too earnest in his faith, too devoted to his holy calling to view with equani- 
mity and indifference violation of the laws of his God. And each infraction aroused 
his vehement indignation, and called forth his rebuke, expressed in withering 
sarcasm, or with eloquent denunciation, Yet his rebuke was alwayn directed against 
the offence, not the offender. Like David, he prayed “ O that sins were made to 
cease from the earth.” But these offences, if they can be so termed, are forgotten 
now. In all this vast assembly there is not one angry recollection, but a thousand 
memories winning grace,of gentle, human, happy wit, solid learning, brilliant eloquence, 
and earnest soul-deep piety. The old think with affection of their guide, the young 
with gratitude of their teacher. All unite to evince by their presence their esteem, 
their veneration and their grief. This great concourse, swelled by brethren coming 
from outside your body, testifies to the sorrowful conviction “a chief and a great man 
hase fallen this day in Ierael.’ Yet I may say to you, in the words of the prophet, 
“ Weep not for the dead, neither grieve for him.” He is taken from us, but gone to 
his God. He is removed from the sphere of his work, but he is called where his work 
is measured, approved and eompensated, “ And the good God is a faithful master, He 
will give him the full reward of his labour.’ My brethren, gladly would you have 
seen his form among you for many years yet to come. It was your hope that his 
emg would still adorn that pulpit, whence it was his delight to teach, and your 
elight to learn, the glorious truths of Judaism. But God has willed it otherwise, 
He has called your pastor to a yet holier shrine, where he will behold the perfection 
of God's truth, and contemplate the beauty of God's holiness for ever and ever. You 
should not mourn his departure, The blessing pronounced on the good man was 
verified in him, “ He has come in full age to the grave as a shock of corn is gathered 
in its season.’ The moment chosen by God is always the right moment for death. As 
the husbandman sometimes cuts down his ears of corn while they are yet green so does 
God, in His wisdom, sometiines summon men while in their prime, Yet though 
every period is, if God so will it, the right moment of death, there is somali 
appropriateness in old age as the period of departure from this world. Our venerated 
friend was not prematurely called away. As a shock of corn is harvested when full 
ripe, so his life was continued until mueh good work was fully accomplished, until 
numberless deeds of righteousness were altogether completed. Then he was called 
away. Was not that the right moment’ not too soon, not too late. On the words I 
have just quoted from the Book of Job, a renowned Jewish expounder Sforno 
beautifully remarks, when the corn is fully ripe then it shouid be cut down and 
gathered to the storehouse. If it remain longer it will not improve, it wi!l scatter 
and dissipate its seed. So with man, there is a time after which continued life is 
useless, sometimes injurious. Our departed friend in very few years would have 
approached that time. God called him while yet every power and faculty was being 
employed in godly work. Truly, that is the moment that may be called “ the right 
time to die.” It has been told me that his fatal illness was contracted or intensified 
by devotion to his duties, and his death accelerated by his performing for another 
the last mournful rites we are now rendering to him. If it be so, while to us it is 
occasion for intense regret that so valuable a life should have been shortened of a 
portion of its possible duration, to him it was doubtless a source of comfort and 
exultation. The true soldier thinks it glorious to die in the service of his country, 
The worthy minister of religion holds it supreme happiness to die while engaged in 
the service of his God. From the synagogue to the sick bed, then a short period of 
delusive hope, then yielding up his nal God with pious-resignation and lovi 
heart—who can look back on this closing scene and not say, ‘‘ Let me die the dea 
of that righteous man, and may my last end be like his.” Brethren, I say again, 
* Weep not for the dead, neither bemoan him.” We should not weep for him, but 
rejoice that he is in a better world. We should not mourn, but keep him long in 
memory ; he should live for years and years in our respect ani veneration. You 
should think of him in your synagogue, the place he moet loved, converse of him in 
your family circle, speak of him to your children. By his death, sudden at the last, 
our brother teaches us the lesson expressed thus by Solomon, “ At all times let thy 
garments be white.” Be always prepared for death. Not Solomon only, every wise 
man has taught the lesson. But your pastor has taught us most effectively the 
truth that “in the midst of life we are in death.” We hear the words of men, 
even the wisest and. instantly forget them. But the teaching of our brother 
pierces through our levity. We thought him recovering, we heard that he was dead, 
Ah. life is uncertain. We know not when it may be ended. We are God's servanta. 
He may summon us when it pleaseth Him. Let us always be ready. Say not we 
shall have due warning. The hand of death may descend swiftly, and ere we 
realize its presence it may sweep us away. Let us be ready when God calls to reply 
in Samuel's words, “ Speak, O God, for thy servant heareth. Command, Lord, thy 
servant will obey. Dost thou call my Father I am ready todepart.’ Our brother, in 
his death, teaches us to be ever ready to die, by his lite he teaches us how to live, to 
exert all talents, energies and orportunities for the public good, to fulfil faithfully 
every obligation of Judaism. And while we on earth still benefit from his labours, 
may God give him his reward in heaven, May that reward endure for ever and 
ever 
The body was then removed to the graveside, where brief addreeses in 
eulogy of the character and life of the deceased were delivered by the Rev. Dr, 
Sreen and the Rev. J. Paac. The coffin was lowered into the grave by 
members of the congregation, and the ceremony terminated. 
The Manchester Great Syuagogue was draped in black, and will remain so 
during the month of mourning. A Special Memorial Service will be held on 
Sunday week. 


In the Synagogue of the Manchester Congregation of British Jews on Sabbath 
last, the minister, the Rev. L. M. Simmons, délivered the following Sermon: Angels 
and mortal men took hold of the Ark of the Covenant, the angels conquered the 
mortals, and the Ark of the Covenant is vanished (from the Talmud, Ketuboth 
104a). It is related that when the patriarch Rabbi Jehuda Hanaesi, the compiler of 
the Mishna, was suffering from his last illness, all the inhabitants of the towns 
round about Zephoris assemb!ed in order to be of assistance to him, to sympathise 
with him. That his disease would be fatal, no one thought possible. So excited 
was the multitude, that they threatened to slay anyone who brought the fatal news. 
All was over, and then one named Bar Kappara, with his head covered and his 
garments torn, uttered the words, which I have quoted, “angels and mortal men 
took hold of the Ark, the angels ‘conquered, and the Ark is vanished.” When the 
people heard these words, they cried out in a tone of despair, “i is soul is at rest ! 
He is dead |!’ Upon which Bar Kappara answered, “ Ye have said it!” You know 
why I bring this before you to-day. The Jewish community of Manchester has 
sustained a severe loss. My respected friend and colleague, David Myer Isaacs, the 

reacher in our sister synagogue, has been taken away from us. The silver cord is 
oosened, the golden bow! is broken ; and we who took hold of the Ark of the 
Covenant find that it has vanished away. We ask whither’? whither? and the 
Scriptures answer us, “ The dust returns to the earth as it was, and the spirit unto 
God who gave it.” But not only is the soul immortal in heaven, the memory of the 
man will be immortal upon earth. The memory of the righteous is blessed. And he 
whom all Israelites in this city mourn, found consolation when he thought of the 
crisis, that his life had been spent unselfishly, that it had been full of interests 
which extended beyond himself, beyond the narrow family circle. No man is 
compelled to sit down idly while the sand-glass of life is emptying away, there is 
always work to do, work which must be done honestly and faithfully. Bat some 
men hold a position in life which enables them to do that which others not so 
situated are too weak to undertake, Such a position was held by our departed 
friend, Such a position is held by every teaeherin Israel. If anyone performed his 
task in life conscientiously, it was David Isaacs, It is true that he thought that the 
results attained were not proportionate to the efforts he put forth. But then we 
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remem traordinary difficulty of the circumstances nst which he 
hed to ane Wer must remember that’ there is no religious body at the present 
day which bas less faith, which is less spiritual, which is less inclined to some to 
the instruction of their religious teachers, than the Jewish. It is only i eep 
n that I say this, but it is a truth which m experience in the ministry is con- 
Rem every day. Success in our calling is ifficult to attain. But failure is sure 
tow of God be used as a _ to dig with. He who enters the Jewish 
must make up his mind to meet with many disappointments, to renounce 
many of the enjoyments, many of the amenities, of life. The departed could truly 
say with Rabbi Jehndah, “My work was in the Law. I had no enjoyment, not 
even so much as could be measured with my little finger. But, rays of sunshine 
sometimes through the black cloud. He told me not very long before his 
h. that the happiest moment of his life was when one of his congregants, 
through his influence, closed his shop on the Sabbath and ceased to desecrate God's 
holy oe, Ina t measure, he was the reformer of English Judaism, For he 
waa the first to deliver regular sermons in the vernacular, And a true and honest 
her he was. Never did he gloss over the faults of his congregation, never did 
e degrade his holy office by speaking with a smooth tongue and with lying lips, but 
he struck with the rod of his mouth, and fearlessly and continually did he tell Israel 
their sins, and the house of Jacob their iniquity. He was brought up in an atmos- 
phere of ultra-orthodoxy ; but though deeply imbued with the love for our traditional 
religion, he was most liberal and charitable in his opinions. You will not forget 
that he once occupied this pulpit, and lent his own to one of my predecessors, 
In conversation with me he has often regretted the unfortunate schism which exists 
in the Jewish community, and looked forward anxiously to ultimate reunion between 
those who are separated by no difference in belief, and, as far as the moderate men 
of both sides are concerned, by no difference in practice. He was very, very far from 
being blessed with wealth. But he was for all that a most charitable man, He 
gave his money, as far as he could, but where he did not do that he was never sparing 


of his time or his energy ; and I daresay that his venerable figure as he came round 


making an earnest appeal in behalf of those who were in dire distress, will be missed 
by many of you. He did not work for his poorer brethren in order to gain a cheap 
and vulgar notoriety, His charity was not a whim, it was not exercised for one 

icular hobby. It was enduring because it flowed from a sense of duty anda 
ome in God. But I do not speak to you to-day ona subject. of which my heart is 
full, from mere sentimentalism, because there is a certain amount of pleasure in dwell- 
ing on, in lingering over, our griefs, In the memory of our dead, there is often far 
too much frivolity. Many who observe the Jahzeit, that beautiful custom which 
should remind us of the work of departed parents, observe it in such a way as to 
discredit not only the observance itself, but to degrade our whole religion. Earnest 
and pious men have tried to reform Judaism in numberless ways, but everywhere we 
turn we are met with a want of seriousness, Play and frivolity, frivolity and play. 
It seems as if we did indeed believe that the world was a stage on which men and 
women have nothing else to do than encourage shams and make-believes. Men and 
women who proclaim themselves to be Jews and Jewesses make jest at their religion. 
Would to God that they would reform themselves or leave the camp altogether ! 
Men and women sin up to the very door of the synagogue and deceive themselves 
with the belief that a few hours one day in the year will set them at peace with 
their Maker. And, in times like these, the righteous perish, the faithful are removed, 
and those who stand up inthe breach are lost to us. But regret felt for the death ofa 
teacher in Israel must work within us a desire to strive after our own amendment, Itis 
with persons as with things. Things easily attainable we think lightly of, when they 
are beyond our reach we deplore the want of them.. Parents and teachers we 
thoughtlessly disobey, and disobey again. When they are gone from us we appreciate, 
at any rate for a short time, their value. David Isaacs was beloved by all who knew 
him, even by those who were not members of his own special flock. There was one 
thing he especially advocated—the instruction of the childrep. And, recently, in 
his own synagogue he established classes for religious instruction. He worked very 
hard, much too hard for a man of his years. He cared not for the wise opposition 
of his friends, becauee it was a matter in which he considered his duty to be con- 
cerned. Would you erecta monunient to him’ Work, as he did, in the cause of 
edneation. Let the words, “ And thou shalt tell thy son,” be printed on your hearts, 
be written among your daily thoughts, And the wisdom of this let not only thy 
mind ponder on, let not only thy soul feel, but let thy band do it, and do it with all 
its might. He is now happy. He is not really dead. There is nothing which dies, 
there is only something left behind which mourns. It is related in the beautiful 
imagery which the Talmud so often employs that when a righteous man departs from 
the world, three sets of angels go forth to meet him : one set says, “ He has left the 
world in peace ;” the second, “ He hath walked uprightly ;’ and the third, “ Let him 
enter here into peace.” And let this thought console those who are left behind. 
“Let them rest quietly and without fear.” And as surely as the divine messengers 
will bear up to our Father in Heaven the Ark of the Covenant which they have 
wrested from mortal man ; so will they bring down mercy and consolation to the 
bereaved widow and children, as they bring consolation to all the mourners of Zion 
and Jerusalem, to all God's sons and daughters, Amen! 


Mr. FREEMAN's JuDmoPHOBIA.—The letter of Mr. Freeman, an extract from 
which we inserted in our last, and in which the word “Jew” was applied to Lord 
Beaconsfield as an offensive epithet, has led to some corre pondence in the / aily News, 
A correspondent, who signed his letter ‘A Jew and a Radical,” complained of the 
manner in which Mr. Freeman had opplied the word Jew to Lord Beaconsfield. and 
took the opportunity to make some gratuitous and wholly unfounded remarks in 
reference to Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild and other members of his family 
The tenour of this letter was very properly o! jected to by Mr, Lewis B. 
Lazarus and “A Jew and a Liberal,” and the Editor of the Daily News added 
the following footnote: “We regret the appearance of the letter to which 
our correspondends refer, and which they justly characterise, It was. by over- 
sight, inserted contrary to instructions.” Mr, Freeman writes in a charac- 
teristic letter inserted in Monday's Dai/y News: “There is really no controversy 
between ‘A Jew and a Radical’ and myself. As to the political position of Jews in 
England there is no difference of feeling or opinion between him and me. I was 
glad when Jewish disabilities were taken away ; I should be very sorry to put them 
On again, As long ago as 1852 I remonstrated with a professing Liberal candidate 
on his inconsistency in opposing the admission of Jews to Parliament. I do not see 
in this any sign of the ‘hideous prejudice’ which ‘A Jew and a Radical’ attributes 
tome. As ‘A Jew and a Radical’ brings in my character as a historian, and with it 
the historical importance of the Jewish people, I can only say that the subjects of 
most of my writings have not led me very much among the Semitic nations: but 
I think that when I have had to do with them I have fully acknowledged their 
ews 9p in the world. I would ask ‘A Jew and a Radical’ to look to my ‘General 
; etch of European History,’ p. 7, to my ‘Comparative Politics,’ p. 42, and to my 

History of the Saracens,’ pp. 152,158. But the fact that Lord Beaconsfield is a 
Jew—if your correspondent likes it better, ‘a Jew by birth only'—is a fact of a good 
deal wider importance than the political position of Jews in a single country, Many 
Jews, whether Jews by birth only, or by birth and religion as well, have become 
good Europeans. Lord Beaconsfield has not, that is all. If the word ‘Jew’ is 
offensive I will use the vaguer word, ‘Oriental,’ instead. It has the disadvantage of 
vagueness; but it comes to much the same thing. I think that any one who 
compares Lord Beaconsfield’s writings and speeches with his Eastern policy, will see 
that Orientalism is at the bottom of the whole matter, Lord Beaconsficld’s best and 
worst acts are the direct effect of his birth. Call him by the general name Oriental 

or call him by the s ial name Jew, it is because he is Jew or Oriental that England 
has been driven to the crime of maintaining the rule of Asia in Europe, To shrink 
from putting forth this fact would be to hide a great and practical truth ; but, if it 
is more agreeable to those Jews who have ceased to be Orientals to have the fact ex- 
pressed by the word Oriental rather than by the word Jew, Ihave no kind of objection,”

THE LATE DR. L. LAZARUS. 


It was with deep regret that we announced last week the death of Dr. L, 
Lazarus, the Director of the Breslau Rabbinical Seminary. The loss of the 
deceased, who was perhaps one of the first Talmudiste in Europe, will be keenly 
felt by the institution. Dr. Lazarus was the brother of the brilliant Berlin 
professor, and for no less than 25 years officiated as Rabbi of Prenz'au, a sinall 
town in the north east of Gerwany. When elected to the Directorate in the 
summer of 1875, he laboured under one enormous disadvantage. He was the 
successor of a man whose learning was immense, but who also exercised a very 
considerable inflaence on German Jewish thought, Zacharias Frankel may be 
considered to be the founder of what, for want of a better term, we may term 
the “moderate orthodox” party. The principles of this party may be thus 
characterised—it permits, nay, favours, such changes ia the ritual as are in 
accordance with the wants of the times, but is tenacious of such doctrines and 
forms as are founded upon trustworthy tradition, or which illustrate important 
historical events. It avoids two extremes. On the one hand, it does not assert 
that the codex of Rabbi Joseph Karo is divine, and, on the other, it does not 
propose to throw the Talmud overboard. It sees clearly that the adoption of 
the latter course must lead to glaring inconsistencies or to the formation of a 
new sect, like the Karaites. but, considerivg the name and authority of his 
predecessor, Dr. Lazarus worthily filled the office of Director. In a certain 
sense, he gave a new “ Richtung,” or direction, to the Talmndical studies, 
Under Frankel, the historical side had been favoured, under Lazarus, the 
practical, The knowledge which the latter possessed of the text oi the Talmud 
and its commentaries would seem incomprehensible. The writer of this art'cle, 
who was for some short time his pupil, often wondered at the mind which was, 
in fact, a biblical and rabbinical index. In the year 1877, he published a smal! 
bat interesting brochure, which accompanied the Seminary progranme, and was 
entitled ‘Zur Charakteristik des Talmudischen Ethik.” It was favourably 
reviewed in these columus, and it bore evidence of an earnest and deep attach- 
ment to Judaism and its traditions. Dr. Lazarus was a man of mid ile size, and 
not very dignified in appearance. But his fervent piety and high mora! worth 
make up for any deficiencies in matters comparatively so insignificant. Ho 
leaves a widow and four children to mourn his loss. 

As to the probable successor, nothing is yet certainly known. According to 
the statutes of the institation. the Director must be a rabbi who has held office. 
This, in some degree, narrows the choice. It is to be regretted that now the 
number of learned Talmudists in Germany is decreasing. This arises principaliy 
from the fact that in the larger towns a knowledge ct the practical part of the 
Talmud is very little sought after. People are far less conscientious than they 
used to be in the strict observance of the dietary laws in all their minutia, and 
the Rabbi too often considera it rather below his dignity to decide the smaller 
questions of AyD, religious fitness. He very gladly hands these matters over 
to the shochet or dayan, who, outside his special faculty, is generally not highly 
educated. The union of the offices of Ravbi and Preacher has also acted 
nofavourably io this respect. In the same way as a chazan is chosen for the 
quality of his voice, the Rabbi will be chosen on account of his flowery lan- 
guage, his beautiful metaphors, or his empty words. There wou!d be no difli- 
culty in finding a Polish | almadist ; but a man holding the position of Professor 
Graetz would not be expected to act under him. 

The Seminary, next August, will have been in existence twenty-five years. 
It was founded:and endowed by a bachelor, named Fraenkel. The instruction is 
gratis, and for four or five of the poorest stadents there are free rooms. The 
director and four teachers live on the building, and are, of course, paid from the 
endowment, The large majority of the students have private apartments, an | 
they support themselves, either by giving lessons, or from stipends grante! 
by private persons. No one is allowed to be a full student till he is 
able to matriculate at the University. According to the ‘last ~ report, 
it counted twenty-seven students; and to show the extent of its influence, 
and the probatility of the gradual adoption of its mode of thought, we 
mey mention that among its alumni are to be found men holding ecclesiastical 
positions in Berlin, Vienna, Manich, Pesth, Posen, Danzig, Ditsseldorf, Manchester, 
Belfast, and in different cities of the United States. The course of instructiou 
embraces the following subjects : Biblical Exegesis, the Talmud and the codices, 
Jewish history, Religious philosophy, Paedagogy or the art of teaching, and 
Homiletics. ‘The Breslau Seminary is entirely a training college for Rabbis, and 
no encouragement is given to the system of uniting the offices of chazan and 
preacher. The Breslau Rabbinical Seminary is not the only one in Germany. 
There are two others, both in Berlin. One is under the conscientious and leart ed 
Dr. Hildesheimer, which advocates extreme Orthodox views, and the other under 


Drs. Canel, Levy and Steinthal which is onthe whole, an advocate of Radicalism. 


Bet Radicalism, or perpetual negation, must in the eud betray itself. When men 
and women thirst after religion they require something positive ; on negatives 
they will surely starve.

THe LATE De. A. Bentscu.—The following references to the late Dr. Benisch 
and the Rev. A. Lowy occur in a biographical sketch of Herr Moritz Steinschneider, 
the well-known bibliographer and Orientalist : “In Prague, Abraham Benisch, a 
native of Bohemia, whose Cormentaries on Ezekiel were published at that time 
(1836) in the Landau-Bible Edition, studied surgery with the view of preparing 
himeelf for a journey to Palestine. Benisch hoped to find in a restoration of a 
Jewish empire the conditions for the introduction of the necessary reforms amongst 
the Jews, and was anxious to devote his whole life to the accomplishment of that 
idea, which had then only been communicated to a privileged few. Among the latter 
was Steinschneider, who sought to propagate the idea in Vienna (where he was 
joined by Albert Lowy, from Ausee, at present Preacher at the Reform Synagogue 
in London) and in Berlin by establishing clubs for Jewish students, in which 
lectures on scientific subjects were delivered. In connection with those ideas, 
which, however, had no chance of being realised, neither in Austria nor elsewhere, 
was the emigration to England in 1840 of Benisch and Liwy, where the former, 
after having for many years edited the Jewish Chronicle, died in the summer of 187%.”
